NEED OF SKILLED LABOR. 

The lack of competent workmen is a sub- 
ject of eemplaint in all trades, and paper- 
makers feel it not less than other employers. 
A manufacturer writes on the subject as 
follows: “Skilled labor in our manufactories 
requires from three to five years apprentice- 
ship to master the trade, according to the 
capacity of the learner. We have a good 
many applicants for places in our mill, by 
young men twenty to thirty years of age, 
and when we ask them, ‘ What is your trade 7" 
To the 
question, ‘What have you been doing the 
past five or ten years?’ they reply, ‘Oh, been 
jobbing around.’ They ‘job around’ from 
three to six months in a place and learn no 
regular business or trade, and consequently 
they fall into the class 6f unskilled laborers 
and get only $1.50 to $1.75 per day, and then 
certain politicians raise a great hue and cry 
about unpaid labor, when in fact it is the 
laborer’s own fault. We are flooded with 
$1.50 men, but men worth $3.00 a day are 
scarce.”

It would be little less than a calamity should the 


present abatement of demand have the effect of 


canceling the advance made by makers of the sorts 
ot paper which are experiencing fluctuation ; and 
the maintenance of present or recent production at 
those mills will make the retention of the advanced 
rates more difficult, while its effects on the makers 
themselves will not be to accumulate stocks. It 
would be a happy result of the lessened demand if 
they would make only the quantity for which they 
can find a demand at present prices, 

May 15.—Paper is still advancing. Most of the 
makers have declined orders at old prices during 
the past few weeks, and there is a general impres- 


sion in the trade that the maximum rate has not vet | 


been attained. English and Scotch manufacturers 
must, however, bear in mind that the higher they 
run their prices, the more orders do they drive out

cient to say that every one present shared in 
the debate. The gist of their statements 
was as follows : 

It appeared on inquiry that few, if any, of 
the manufacturers present are carrying large 
products. One mill-owner said he had 
any more paper on hand than a single horse 
could draw. One or two lucky manufac- 
turers have plenty of orders ahead, and so 
have no need to anxious on this score, 
yet they are ready to join with the rest in 
whatever course is taken. 

| ‘The dealers also, in all parts of the coun- 
try, are believed to have 4 much smaller 
stock on hand than a few months ago, and 
have been buying only enough to fill orders 
for some time past. The consumption has 
not fallen off, and it was argued by several 
speakers that it would not do so; and there- 
fore, if the dealers could be convineed that 
the price of manilla had touched bottom 
and would not go any lower, it would re- 
store confidence, and they would begin once 
more to send in their orders. 

To obtain this result, the manufacturers 
propose to lessen their product one half—

One speaker thought it would be easy to 
put up prices at least oue cent a pound, 
without any doubt of the advance being 
paid. A further advance than thac would 
only induce ether mills to start on manilla. 

A committee, composed of Messrs. W. 
Smith, H. A. Chase, and W. Wilkinson, was 
selected to make a list of oflicers for a per- 
manent organization, and after retiring to 
consult, they reported the following names: 

Secretary and Treasurer—F, M. Spauld- 
ing, of Boston. 

Directors—W. A. Russell, Wellington 
Smith, P. C. Cheny, L. Richards, Isaac Dil- 
lingham, who were then declared elected. 

This committee will have power to per- 
fect their organization, chose a name, pre- 
pare by-laws, &c.

100 kilos. In 1864 Switzerland obtained a 
still greater reduction to four frances per 100 
kilos, in which England and Belgium pres- 
ently shared, Even when the rates were at 
their highest, France was drained of her 
best tags, aud now, in order to protect them- 
selves, the French paper-makers insist that 
the export tax on rags shall be made equal 
to the highest like levied by any 
other country. Germany, eager to develop 
the paper industry at home, has, under the 
administration of Bismarck, who is person-
